There is 
only one thing, however, in which Sinn 
Fein has been completely successful— 
namely, in shutting the doors of the Peace 
Conference with a bang against the advo- 
cates of “an independent Irish Republic, 
with international recognition.” It has 
alienated every one of the Powers which 
are now fighting for the freedom of the 
world. France and Italy, and the little 
kingdoms which they have helped to save 
from extinction, have nothing but con- 
tempt for the Irishmen who turned their 
backs on Belginm and Serbia. Sinn Fein 
has contrived to do in a few months what 
all the opponents of Irish Nationalism have 
failed to do in a hundred years: it has 
forced the United States to appreciate the 
British case against political agitation in 
Ireland. America was to have been Sinn 
Fein s protector and advocate at the Peace 
Conference. To-day, if England or France 
should suggest Sinn Fein representation at 
that Conference, the public opinion of the 
United States would regard the proposal 
asaninsult. A great American newspaper 
has just written: “As friends of Germany 
and the enemies of England, Sinn Fein in 
Ireland and its abettors in the United 
States are necessarily enemies of the 
United States. They are doing all in their 
power to beat America, whose cause cannot 
be separated from any of her associates in

The State and Coal Mines. 


Of the many changes effected by the war 
none has been more far-reaching than the 
taking over of the control of the coal in- 
dustry by the State. Before the war the 
yield from the coal mines of the 
United Kingdom was more than 
270 million tons per annum, while it is 
estimated that at the present moment 
something over 150 millions sterling is 
invested in mines and quarries. In 
the Government Bill for the compensa- 
tion of collieries under State control the 
whole industry is treated as a unit, 
and the more fortunate collieries 
are called upon to assist those less 
favourably situated. Many of the owners 
dispute the legal right of the Coal Con- 
troller to carry out what they describe as 
a policy of confiscation, and the Govern- 
ment has been compelled to go to Parlia- 
ment to seek the necessary powers to give 
effect to its proposals. The South Wales 
coal mines were the first to come under 
State contro] during Mr. Asquith’s Coali- 
tion Ministry. In February last all the 
other collieries were brought under the 
control of the State. Under the provisions 
of the Bill it is proposed to make output 
the chief factor in the regulation of the 
profits to be retained by the céal-owner. 
The production of a colliery working under 
normal conditions during the two pre-war 
years is adopted as the standard output, 
and, if the trading profits in the account- 
ing period are greater than those of the 
standard period, the Treasury will take 80 
per cent.“of the difference, while the Con- 
troller retains 15 per cent. of it to create 
a fund for tho compensation of the less 
fortunate collieries, and the coal-owner 
will be allowed to retain 5 per cent. of the 
excess, One of the objects of the Bill is 
to penalise for under-production, and to 
create an incentive to colliery companies 
to maintain a pre-war level of output. 
It is contended on behalf of the coal- 
owners that the scheme discriminates 
against them as compared with other capi- 
ialists, and deprives them of a fair profit 
on their capital and organisation.

The capture of Gorizia by the enemy is 
bad news, but we must await further dé 
tails before being able to say how bad. If 
the Italians attempted seriously to defend 

| it and failed, then it is very bad, for, in 
addition to the city, they will. have sacri- 
ficed many thousands of men. But if, as 
I suspect from the rapidity with which it 
has been announced, the capture was due 
to the voluntary retirement of the Italians 
then it merely shows that General 
Cadorna, like a wise man, refuses to allow 
sentimental considerations to upset his 
strategical plans. 

The value of Gorizia was very largely 
sentimental. the Italians captured 
it in August of last year it created a wave 
of enthusiasm throughout Italy, since it 
was looked upon by the populace as a 
symbol of their approaching triumph over 
the hated “ Tedesco,”” The position of the 
town is such, however, that the occupier 
has not full possession unless he also 
occupies all the heights which surround it. 
For months before the Austrian garrison 
surrendered it they had been constantly 
exposed to the fire of the Italian batteries, 
and I believe I am right in saying that 
never since the Italians entered have they 
been free from the occasional shelling of 
the Austrian batteries on Monte Santo and 
San Gabriele. Gorizia in itself, therefore, 
means little, and it may be that General 
Cadorna has done well to evacuate it in 
good time; but as a symbol it is of great 
significance, and its passing will accentuate 
the delight of the Germans at the success 
of their coup and correspondingly will 
depress the Italians. 

We have all been wondering how the 
Italian Generalissimo, who before now has 
shown such astonishing insight into the 
mind of his foe—notably in the case of the 
Austrian attack upon the Trentino last 
year—came to be caught napping on this 
occasion. It was certain that he could not 
be wholly ignorant of the attack that was 
being prepared, and it has been generally 
assumed that, though he knew of it, he did 
not reckon with such a heavy and deter- 
mined blow. The nature of the ferrain on 
the Austrian side of the Isonzo lends itself, 
however, to the concealment of larke num- 
bers of troops and the mist and rain at 
the selected moment helped to screen it 
from the Italian observers. 

There is some rather excited comment 
in the Sunday Press, which calls loudly 
upon the Allies to go to the rescue, and 
declares that Italy “must not become a 
second Rumania.” No one doubts that 
France and Britain will do all they can for 
our Southern Allies We have already 
sent them a good deal of heavy artillery 
the arm in which they were most de- 
ficient—and shall doubtless send them 
more as the work of our munition factories 
and the supply of available tonnage 
permit. I hope, however, that our High 
Command will not be induced by popular 
clamour to detach large bodies of men 
from the western front in order to rein- 
force the Italian Army. The best help we

We cannot think that last week s Con- 
vention in Dublin has been a good adver- 
tisement for Sian Fein. It has shown that 
the movement is well organised, and has 
support in the country; but with- 
controlling spirit and a rational 
policy organisation and numbers can be 
potent only for anarchy, Mr. de Valera 
has been elected President of Sinn Fein; 
Mr. Arthur Griffith is one of the two Vice- 
Presidents, and Mr. John MacNeill led 
the poll at the election of members of the 
Executive Committee. Mr. de Valera 
favours physical force, and Messrs. Griffith 
and MacNeill are opposed to it. So far as 
we can see, neither programme had a 
definite victory at the Convention. The 
issue is left in doubt, and the Sinn Feiner 
of the rank-and-file, is still unaware 
whether he will be required merely to re- 
fuse to pay taxes to a “ foreign Govern- 
ment’ or may be summoned suddenly to 
confront the Government's armed forces 
with a “ten-foot pike.’’ Mr, de Valera is 
the strongest personality in the movement, 
while Mr. Griffith and Mr. MacNeill have 
the ' better brains. In a’ word, the. 
character of the Sinn Fein movement 
trembles on a razor's edge, and, so long as 
that condition exists, its numbers and 
organisation are a daily menace to the 
British Government, to Ireland, and to 
themselves. The Government, as the 
Prime Minister and Mr. Duke have told 
us, realises the danger. If the Irish 
people fail to realise it and to take 
measures for their own protection, they 
must blame themselves, and themselves 
alone, for the probable consequences. For 
instance, the Convention has deprived the 
Roman Catholic Church of ita last excuse 
for inaction. Sinn Fein is pledged by its 
new constitution to “ make use of any and 
every means available’ to destroy British 
authority in Ireland. A couple of clerical

ltaly’s Reverse. 


The news from the Italian front is not 
good ; in fact, if we accept one-half of the 
statements that come from German sources, 
it is very gloomy. General Cadorna’s suc- 
cesses against Austria had reached a point 
where the capture of Trieste had become a 
matter of months, or even weeks. Suddenly 
the whole outlook has been changed. Ger- 
man divisions released from Russia, and 
led by von Mackensen, took the reins from 
the weaker and vacillating ' Power,” and 
begay, the thrust which is developing with 
such intensity. General Cadorna is a 
proved commander, and has dealt with 
perils scarcely less formidable than the 
present. It would be foolish, however, to 
underrate the gravity of the onslaught. 
The latest German claim is 100,000 
prisoners and 700 guns. The plan of 
the Germans is clear to the Italian 
High Command. They have taken 
full advantage of a period of bad 
weather. Their first capture was the 
village of Caporetto, one of the first places 
that were taken by the Italians in their 
initial advance on the Isonzo. Then they 
crossed the Isonzo south of Tolmino, which 
had previously been threatened by Italy. 
A glance at the map will show that the 
object was to make the Italian troops 
operating on the Bainzizza Plateau fall 
back on the bank of the Isonzo or risk 
being cut off from the main Army. A retreat 
to the river or down to the Gorizia regio? 
was the alternative to a crushing calamity. 
The news of the capture of Gorizia by the 
enemy shows that the exit to the south was 
barred. The advance brought the Austro- 
Hungarian troops on Italian territory to a 
point less than fiítf miles from Venice at 
the head of the Adriatic, We cannot ignore 
the effect of the Italian defeat on public 
opinion in Italy, Austria, and Germany. 
Von Mackensen’s moment was wel] chosen, 
for there has been some political unrest 
in Italy, In Austria the news will 
be timely to avert troublesome peace 
propaganda, and to shake starving millions 
out of their physical and moral collapse. 
In Germany countless maps will be 
flourished, with the blue marks of Ger- 
many now scarred over the Italian fron- 
tier, in addition to the Prussian colour 
scrawled north to Riga and west to Zee- 
brugge.

The 
first lose, and the most serious one, in this 
insane struggle was the vast holocaust which 
was being made of the flower of civilised man. 
Those who had fallen and were disabled repre- 
sented the very best elements physically and 
morally of our generation These were the men 
whose muscles and whose brains had been 
hitherto creating the wealth of the nations that 
were now locked in this struggle. If the war 
should last another year a debt of 7,500 millions 
would have eoi scal and from 200 to 300 
millions would be required yearly to be raised 
for the sole payment of the interest on that 
debt. That was not a pleasant prospect. What 
were the prospects on industry in the future, 
and how would the industries of these countries 
he affected by the debt that had been incurred 
by the war and the expenditure that must 
necessarily follow? In the first place, it should 
be noticed that the momey expended was nearly 
all borrowed money, and that raised the in- 
teresting question, “' Where did it come from?” 
A certain amount had been borrowed from 
abroad, but the great bulk had come from the 
savings of the people at home—briefly, from the 
accumulated capital of the nation. The money 
that would, under other and happier circum- 
stances, have gone to aid labour in the procue- 
tion of wealth—in creating the material re- 
sources on which the nation must exist—had 
been withdrawn from its natural purpose, and 
had been employed, in conjunction with labour, 
for the mere purpose of destruction. Ships 
were built, cannon forged, and munitions pro- 
duced; but what became of them? The Stes 
were sent to the bottom of the sea, the cannon 
blown to pieces, and the munitions were manu- 
factured for the purpose of being blown away.
